Irish League, held in the churchyard at 
Knockgraffan, County Tipperary, gave 
encouragement to the Nationaliata in 
Parliament. Prom the Cork Bssminer 
we take the following pottiOBS of its in 
tereatiDK report: 

On the motion of Thomas Byrne, sec 
ended by Andrew Maboney, D. C. Rev. 
J. QninlsB toelt the chair. Having con 
gfstnlstsd the people on the manner in 
which they had aascmblsd thcrs that day, 
1m said they had come together for the 
purpose of pleilning their support to the 
toncliiiiKs of the United Irish League and 
to siiiil that body a message of moral 
and material support.

It was the 
greatest delight to him to find presiding 
over their ineeliuK such a uiau as I'.itlier 
Quinlau, for they were at the present 
moment emerging from what many peo- 
ple had looked upon as an unpleasant 
crisis, snd the presence of a soggarth 
araoo in the chair st thsir meeting was 
thefefoieaf goodomea.

Barry Coun- 
cil has l-W members in good standing 
and is the largest council in the State 
outside of Louisville. It is made up of 
the leading Catholic gentlemen of Lex- 
ington. Among tte members are mer- 
chsnte, mannfhctnn^^ profsssionsl men, 
clerks, printers, mechsaics sad working- 
men of every class. It is indeed s repre- 
sentstive Catholic organization. When 
it was announced that Harry Council was 
to hold its installation of officers on Jan- 
uary IM, Grand President William A.

Writing to the Chicago Tribune from 
Kiltamagh, County Msyo, Bugene Crs- 
mer dsdarcs thst in the Swineford dis- 
trict — the Swineford poor law union, tit- 
the Governmental division is known — 
the property holdings are the smallest in 
value per individual of any spot in all 
Ireland. The property per head of popu 
latiou, meaning sll the personal property 
and realty improvements the people pos- 
sess in the world, averages s vslue of 
$4.73. The district sffords a scene of 
th« sanm congestion, of the same priva- 
tion and consequent suffering which is 
found throughout the congested western 
districts of the island. The gra/ier has 
taken the good lands for his cattle or his 
sheep, or the landlor<l is devoting the 
acres to his own uses, and the mass of 
the people are crowded out on the waste 
and the bog to work out s bare living. 
The misery and poverty of Swineford 
Union need not be dwelt on in detail. It 
would mean merely a repetition of the 
miiereble oonditiona which have been 
prcaented as to other portions of County 
Mayo, of Counties Roscommon and C <1 
wsy snd of the Achill Island district, 
which ranks next in the lowest individual 
valuation of property, the average there 
being a trifle over f-') a head. There are 
44,lt)2 souls living in this district — living 
in some way or the other, but, neverthe- 
less, keeping breath in their wasted 
bodies. The facte as to conditions sre 
plain and tbey come from two sources 
both offidsl. The Distrid Conndl, as 
the result of 'a^Wxhaustive canvass just 
concluded, finds the total population to 

When al! things sre Considered, no 
other part of Ireland affords exactly a 
parallel for the grinding misery and the 
hardships under which the people of this 
union live, owing to the congssdoa of 
population and the inadequate siss and 
unfertile nature of their holdings. The 
island of Achill, with its soil of rock and 
mountain bog, and Belmullet with its 
clay huts, show conditions lli.it ar-^ bad 
in the extreme, but in those districts the 
people have the opportunity of aiding 
themselves by fishing. But the yield of 
the sea is not for the unfortunates of the 
Swineford union. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds sre cqmpdled to live shut np in 
hopeless dsspsir. The land in msny 
placas is hardly worth tilling. The only 
hope of support the family has is unually 
in the raising of a pig oi two, or in get- 
ting a wabbly calf, its bones stretching 
out the skin in a fashion, to market. 

The total area of the Swineford union 
is 151,560 acres. The actual area under 
crops snd given over to gracing Is bnt 
112,688 seres, the remainder bdng made 
up of bogs snd the territory under wster 
and roads. There sre 7,700 holdings in 
the district. Of this number 4,7G8 are 
holdings with a valuation of less than 
$20 each. Of the remaining occupiers 
or tenants, 2,:('J7 are on patches which 
have a valuation of from |20 to $iO each. 
There i.ri- holdings valued at from 
^40 to |7o, 77 which are entered at a 
valuation of from |75 to |100 in each 
instsnce, while 1S8 holdings, each valued 
at over |100, are compoaed chiefly of 
grazing farms, held chiefly by non- 
resident renters or of lands held by land- 
lords solely for grazing purposes. There 
is no landlord in Ireland, no matter how 
savagely he may oppose the tenantry and 
their demands for universal purchase 
enablement, who will deny that s hold- 
ing valued at less than $iQ csn never 
afford subsistence for a tenant and his 
family. Here, again, it is the old story. 
The occnplers sre kept from year to year 
from perishing from famine or privation 
by the earnings of fstbera and sons and 
daughters on the harvests in England 
and Scotland and by remittances from 
relatives in America. 

What this means to the peaaanU of the 
Swineford district can be appreciated 
when it is understood thst Isst year 64 
per cent, of the total male population of 
the union, whose ages ragged from 
twenty to sixty yean, migrated to Bng- 
land to woA the harvests, the total 
number of these men who were forced 
to seek outside woA to keep up the rent 
on thdr pstches bdng 4,394. Of the 
total number of emigranta from the 
entire congested districts lying within 
the poverty stricken county of Mayo, 44 
per cent, were drawn from the Swineford 
union alone. 

Compere conditions with those of 
Buglsit4L..Ja the latter ooontry the in- 
dustrisl du MBS hsve employment at 
their own door, at least snSdsnt to keep 
tlfem snd thdr own from actual want. 
In Swineford union, however, it is neces- 
sary for more than half the adult male 
population to leave their homes and 
cross the Irish SM in order to ianre lite 



to their families and to pay the landlords 
a rent which the soil itself is incapable 
of producing. But this need of annual 
adgratton is not all. Themhesbaeaa 
ooastaat and dissstrons sinia oa the 
popnlatioa here by the nnmber of yonng 
men ead womea who have gone to the 
United States snd other countries in 
sesreb of a livelihood which is denie<l 
them at home. The total emigration 
from County Mayo alone since IS'il has 
t)een lt;i,.'')H'.i. Of this number more than 
40, (Mid came from the Swineford district. 

Right here, too, is found proof that 
land purchase by the tenantry will be 
tne check to this rush of emigranta. 
Thus far land pnrebsse, through Govern- 
ment aid, hss bsea applied to but a few 
small eatatca. These lie chiefly in the 
town leads of Attymachngh snd Largan 
more. In these two town lands the 
tenants were enabled to buy their hold 
ings twelve years ago.

"Irish Catholics" in capitals and 
their number disproportionately 
large indicates the character of the 
statement, the ustul venomuus 
slander, based on absolute false- 
hood, at that. Statistics of deser- 
tions from the army are kept in the 
War Department, not in the "Pen- 
sion Department," nor is there 
any "Pension Department," but a 
"Pension Bureau" (generally re- 
ferred to as the Pension Office), in 
Washington; no statistics or records 
in any department at Washington 
show the religion of offidals, sol- 
diers, sailors or emplojres of the 
Government. 

Professor SUrback. a Protestant, 
wrote the Commissioner of P«i- 
rions, sending him a copy of 
"America or Rome." The Com- 
missioner replied that there were 
no such statistics; it would be im- 
posriblc for any statistician to tell 
bow many Irish Catholics or 
American Baptists there were in the 
army; the Oovernm'snt knows noth- 
ing of the religious inclination of 
soldit rs; no stich information ema- 
nated from the Pension Office; the 
figures are simply somebody's 
gtNss and entitled to no considera- 
tion. 

To put it briefly, the statement 
and the book, is a willful lie and 

deliberate slander against Irish 
Catholics in particular and for- 
eigners in general. And its author, 
the Rev. John T. Christian, a Bap- 
tist minister, and its publisher, the 
Baptist Book Concern, a religious 
publication house.

We often doubt it, 
but it proves true, and is verified 
from unexpected sources. Every 
one deplored the anthracite coal 
strike. There was evil for thou- 
sands of every class; surely no good 
in it beyond relief for the miner 
from injustice in future, if he won; 
if he lost— but he didn't lose, and 
the good is already in sight, not 
only to the miner and the con- 
sumers of anthracite coal, but to 
the consumers of coal, and it may 
be of everything else in the 
country. It is no less than the 
solving of the annual winter puzzle: 
Why is it that the price of coal 
goes up and down, the reverse of 



the thermometer, regardless of 

supply? 

The anthracite miners, in their 
contention, were firm and explicit 
in statement of chsrges sgainst the 
operators, claiming they had proof. 
The evidence before the strike 
commission establishes beyond dis- 
pute the miners' charge of combi- 
nation between operators, railroads 
and dealers; that the two latter fix 
the price, and whatever the price 
these- two pocketed 65 per cent., 
leaving only 35 per cent, to the 
operators — the combine operators 
being interested with the railroads 
and deal e r s only the independent 
operators and all the miners being 
the sufferers at one end because of 
the small per cent, of the price 
received for coal, and the public at 
the other end because of the high 
price paid for coal; that the price 
is kept up by limiting the supply, 
either by suspending work in the 
mines or failing to take the coal to 
market; that while the miner, de- 
spite an apparently fair wage and 
high prices of coal, does not make 
a living, and iniependent mines 
fail to pay dividends, the combina- 
tion railroads and dealers hsve a 
bonanza, the public is fleeced and 
often made to suffer for want of 
coal. 

While every one has believed 

such a state of affairs to exist, few 
thought the gruff and uneducated 
miner would be able to do what 
has baffled public officials, legis- 
lators, merchanta and manufac- 
turers — ^prove it. But the miner, 
deficient in education, knowing 
nothing of law or business ethics. 
pos.se.ssed what the more learned 
lacked — thorough practical know- 
ledge of coal mining— and solved 
the worrying problem. Acting on 
this clew, and urged by the cold 
snap, with its usual scarcity and 
high prices of cosl, merchants, 
manufacturers, City Councils, Leg- 
islatures, Congress and grand juries 
are "digging coal" throughout the 
country, with the astounding de- 
velopment that, not only in anthra- 
cite coal in the East, but in soft 
coal everywhere, this combination 
method of robbing the miner and 
plundering the people is in vogue — 
even here in Louisville. With thou 
sands of acres of coal lands within 
easy reach, and thousands of bush- 
els of coal sidetracked in cars or 
moved in barges out of sight, the 
price was advanced four cents a 
bushel in the past week on the plea 
of short supply! 

And in all parts of the country it is 
the same: Supply short, prices ad- 
vancing, industries shut down, 
people suffering for coal — in a 
country with millions of bushels 
held out of the market and an in- 
exhaustiblt supply casOy accessi- 
ble. 

The investigations have only be- 
gun. They should be puSbed vig- 
orously to a thorough finish. The 
business interests, legislative bod- 
ies. State and national officials, 
should be urged by public petition 
to do their full duty under the law 
to relieve and protect the people. 
Where corporations are guilty, for- 
feit their charters, as it is the right 
and duty of the State to do; where 
individuals are guilty, prosecute 
and punish them. The law is 
ample, but it has not been observed 
nor enforced. It is time to vindi- 
cate the law, punish the culprits 
and give to the people legal pro- 
tection against QTStematic plunder 
and periodical distress. 

Our Board of Trade, city, court 
and State officials, ss well as those 
of other aties and States, have 
this duty to perform. Will they 
do it? Or docs the railroad-coal 
combine control them, as in Penn-

The remains of the Iste Very Rev. 
Canon Keon, of Fainriew, were interred 
in Glaasnerin cemetery on Xmaa eve. 
Hia Onee the Archbiahop presided at 
the obaequiea. 

Timothy Harrington will be the next 
Mayor of Dublin. His strongest opponent 
is .\l(U'rinan Dowd, who relies upon the 
labor vote, which is an important factor 
in Dublin politics. 

At Galway on Christmaa day Barbara 
Molloy. eighty-five yeara of age, waa 
found burned to death in her bed. The 
old woman had eriden tly suifered terri- 
ble agony, but there was no indicatioD as 
to how her injuries were caused. 

On Monday last Mary Nolan, of Bor- 
risokane, departed from this life. She 
was 10(1 years and several months. She 
was hale snd hearty up to about two 
months sgo, snd wss always happy to 
tell her stories of the "black days." 

Patrick A. McHugh, M. P., was re- 
leased from .'-' go jail on Sunday on the 
completion of a sentence of two months' 
impri.sonment imposed on him by a co- 
ercion court. Within the last two years 
he has apent no less than twtfve mootlu 
in prison. 

Two fishermen, nsmed Thomas Ward 

and William John Roberts, each aged 
about sixty, were found dead in the cabin 
of their trawler in Kingstown harbor 
on Saturday. The men had not been 
seen since Christmas day, and it is sup- 
posed that they were suffocated by fumes 
from a stove. 

Forty-five of the forty-seven priests in 
the archdiocese met in the Cathedral at 
Tuam and named respectively Most Rev. 
Dr. McCormack, Bishop of Galway; Most 
Rev. Dr. Healy, Bishop of Clonfert, and 
Very Rev. Dr. O'Dea, of Mayuooth Col- 
lege, from which to select a SBCOesaor tO 
the late Bishop McEvilly. 

Barly on Monday morning Timothy 
Aherne, T. C, Bandon, was found dead 
at the foot of the stairway in hia house in 
Sbsnnon street. Decessed lived alone, 
but was seen ou the Sunday evening in 
apparently good lieaUli. The e.vact cause 
death is not ytt known. Deceased was 
co-opted a member of the local Town 
Board on the first Monday in December. 

A strange and somewhat mysterious 

oocnrrence has been reported to the 
Coroner at Arklowfrom Greystones, to 
the effect thst while a servant in the em- 
ployment of the Rev. Bluett, of Delgany, 
named Emily Kelly, was walking witli 
her sweetheart she suddenly fell dead. 
Dr. Tlioinpsoti, who was called in, stated 
from what be saw that a post mortem 
waa neoessery. An inquest will be held. 

The Wsterford branch of the United 
Irish League, of which much has been 
said, conveying the belief that it was 
long since dead, now shows that it is re- 
markably alive. J. Collins, the Secretary, 
whose activity in connection with poli- 
tics there is well known, has summoned 
a meeting to arrange for the reception of 
H. P. Lynam, editor of the Waterford 
Star, on hia releaae from Ballybricken 
jail. 

For nearly five years past extensive ad- 
ditions have been going on with the 
object of affording accommodation in 
Ebrington Barracks, Derry, to a regi- 
mental headquarters, in accordance with 
a promise made by Lord Wolseley. The 
work is now nearly completed, and it is 
announced that the fint regiment to 
occupy the new barradca will be the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, which is 
largely recruited from Derry and the dis- 
trict. 

The severe wintry weather has been re- 
sponsible for two shocking deaths from 
exposure in Ulster. The body of a nono- 
genarian natned Scanlan waa found partly 
covered by snow on a mountain path in 
County Fermanagh. While gathering 
firewood the previous day he evidently 
lost his way in the storm. At Ligoniel, 
County Antrim, the body of an unknown 
man was fouiiil in an unused quarry, into 
which he had apparently been blowu 
during the night's gale. 

News reached Tullamore of a shocking 

tragedy which occurred in a lonely coun- 
try district called Ballybrien, about fif- 
teen miles away. The victim is an old 
man named Patrick Bermingham, eighty- 
six years old, a small farmer, and his son 
Peter is now in Tullamore jail on remand, 
charged with having caused his death. 
It seems that the deceased and his son 
had been quarreling from the previous 
Tncaday, on which day, it ia allied, the 
son sssanlted the old man violently. 

A lire broke out at the Convent of 
Mercy, Mount St. Vincent, Limerick. 
As there are an orphanage and a widows' 
home attached, there was some anxiety 
as to the safety of the inmates. How- 
ever, the fire brigade of the Limerick 
regiment was quickly on the scene and 
the men, working with a will, fought the 
oonfiagratioB snccearfuUy. Later on the 
corporation hrtpde got news of the out 
break and rendered useful service in pre 
venting further damage. The fire broke 
out near the boiler of ihe drying room in 
the laundry, which is detadied from the 
main buildings. 

It sppears that wUle hunting with the 
Bray Harriers Lswreuce Byrne, after 
jumping a fence, fell off his horse snd 

was picked no in an unconscious condi- 
tion. His father, Daniel Byrne, and his 
brother, Thomas Byrne, had the injured 
gentleman immediately taken to the City 
of Dublin Hospital. It was diaooveted 
that in addition to being terribly shaken 
and bruised he suffered from compound 
fractures of both bones of the right 1^. 
and owing to the shocking nature of his 
injuries Uttle hope waa entertained that 
he would recover and he died Saturday 
morning. Thomas Byrne, brother of the 
deceased, witnessed the occurrence. The 
aiaoereat sympathy will go out to Daniel 



Byrne end his family, in their present 
aorrow. The firm of Ifeears. Byrne is 
well known in Dublin iss one of the most 

important horse dealing firms in Ireland. 

A meeting of the United Irish League 
branches in North Ixtuth was held in the 
Town Hall, Dundalk, for the purpose of 
establishing a Divisional Executive of 
the United Irish Lesgne for the con- 
stituency, which is ru ptee nt ed by T. M. 
Healy, M. P. Nino Jfeeudiea of the 
league in the constitMney eadi sent 
six delegates, consisting prindpally of 
County Councillors, District Coundllors 
and men otherwise in representative 
positions. David Sheehy attended on 
behalf of the National Directory. .\n 
Executive was duly formed anil Mr. 
Hughes, Chairman of the< imiii \ t oun- 
cil, was appointed delegate to the Na- 
tional Direetory. 

Coroner James Byrne held an inquest 
St Dromsicave, near Culleu, touching the 
death on St. Stephen's day of a local 
farmer named Thomas Murphy. Ftom 
the evidence it appeared that on Christ- 
man eve the deceased returned from 
Mill street and on entering hia house 
complainetl to his wife that he fell off a 
rather high fence when taking a short 
cut for home. He had a cut on the fore- 
head, from which sonle blood was flow- 
ing. Later on he appeared somewhat 
worse, and Dr. Ryaoi' of Cullcn, waa 
promptly anmmoned, %lien it waa dis- 
covered that the deceiised was developing 
symptoms of concussion of the brain. 
Dr. Ryan did all that medical skill could 
suggest to save the man's life, but on St. 
Stephen's morning he succumbed.
